HOUSTON， Texas--On March 
31，1971, a Chinese student at the ， 
University of Houston was found 
guilty of rape and sentenced to 
prison for twenty years， The cir- 
cumstances around the case have 
brought charges of racism and legal 
injustice from outraged Chinese 
and Asian students all over the 
nation， 

A _ nationwide committee set UP 
by the Chinese Students Associa- 
tion js now raising $25,000 to ap- 
Peal the case, As far as these stu- 
dents are concerned，one of their 
brothers has become the victim of a 
clear case of racial discrimination， 
and they have banded together to 
Seek justice. 

CONVICTED 


Millar Chick-yee Tsoi，age 24， 
convicted of rape, is a predental 
student from Hong 玉 ong， His 
troubles began on January 2, 1970， 
when a 22-year-old coed of the 
University of Houston was raped 
by a man who forced his way into 
her apartment with a paper sack 
over his head and wearing gloves. 人 A 
few dayslater on another occasion， 
a Mrs. R. Ellis was confrontedby a 
man with a pistol, wearing a hand- 
kerchief over his face. Mrs. Ellis 
was _ injured and feigned uncon- 
sciousness until the intruder left. 

The arrest of Tsoi came in early 
December，1970，when a man 
called him to see a car that Tsoi 
wished to sell. Tsoi agreed to meet 


-him near an apartment complex， 


but whben no one showed，Tsoli 
headed for home. Meanwhile, a girl 
living at the apartment received 3a 
call from a man who claimed to 
ansWer her “roommate wanted”ad 
and wished to take a look at the 
apartment，Owing to Past rape 
cases，the girl had already been 
warned by the campus police to 
notify them on receiving suspicious 
phone calls. As a result, the police 
had the area covered when Tsoi 
arrived. Tsoi's car was stopped, and 
a Search revealed some paper sacks 
and gloves in the trunk. The police 
then searched Tsoi's apartment， 
but failed to find any pistol or fire- 
arm。、In spite of this，Tsoi was ar- 


rested and charged with rape，

Later, in court, thejudge allowed 
the prosecution to Use Mrs. Ellis's 
case to Support the coed 's rape case 
against -Tsoi， John Wong，Tsoi's 
roomimate, and Wong's two sisters， 
all testified that Tsoi was asleep 
when the rape was committed. 
Hazel Gaskins，a coed，testified 
that she saw Tsoi at the library 
about the same time Mrs. 了 Ellis was 
attackedqd. Several testified in Tsols 
behalf attesting to his good charac- 
ter，includqding the director of the 
International Student Office of the 
University of Houston. 

The defense claims contradiction 
in the victim's testimony that the 
attacker wore glasses, a statement 
that she subsequently changed. 
They claim that Mrs. 了 His?'s case 
should not have been brought to- 
gether with the rape case. The only 
fingerprint found at the scene of 
the crime does not belong to Tsoi.

Chinese comimissioner 


NEWYORK 一 Irving S. 必 . Chin, a 
Chicago-born Chinese American at- 
torney,， was installed on April 5 as a 
member of Mayor Lindsay's Hu- 
man Rights Commission The 
40-year-old is the first person of 
Chinese descent to becorme a city 
commissioner here. 

Mrs，Eleanor Holmes Norton， 
commission chairman，in recogni- 
tion of Chin's appointment，said 
the commission has begun to work 
with the Oriental community，“a 
long-neglected community in our 
city”and one which is suffering 
special hardships since the great in- 
fiux into Chinatown since the 1965 
immigration reforms. 

Chin elaborated on the troubles 
of Chinatown，in which he lives， 
saying there was a tendency to 
overlook the needs of his people 
because their limited voting lever- 
age and their avoidance of violence 

“ave prior preference to black and 
Puerto Rican minorities:… 

“The Chinese have not attained 

equajlity,”Chin declared.“Meoral as 


well as political standards should 
be observed in dealing with the Chi- 
nese.”JHe listed some of the needs: 
a center where Chinese can learn 
English as a second language，a 
special school district for China- 
town instead of the sprawling one 
in which the Chinese minority 1ls 
dominated by Puerto Rican and 
black representatives- 

He also spoke' seriously on the 
subject of Chinese equality of op- 
portunity in the nation， 

Chin graduated from North High 


"School in Worcester，Mass., where 


he was voted“most likely to suc- 
ceed”by his classmates, starring in 
tennis and track. He was on the 


dean's jist for four years at Yale, 


majoring in history and graduating 
in 1953. He joined the Air Force， 
assigned to intelligence，and mus- 
tered out as a captain. Then came 
Harvard Law School where he 
worked on the Law School Record 
and is now a_ member of the law 
firm of Holtzman， Wise and 
Sherzazd.

A- scheduled meeting on Thurs- 
day，April 8，between representa- 
tives of the Chinese community 
and John De Lucca, the executive 
director of Mayor Joseph Alioto's 
office, was canceled when De Luc- 
ca failed to appear. The 9:30 a.m. 
meeting，which had been arranged 
weeks before by the California Fair 
Employment Practice Commission 
(BEPC)，was to beheld atthe 工 EPC 


office. The meeting was arranged 
following charges of discrimination 
by representatives of the Chinese 
community at a Public hearing of 
FEPC on December 10, 1970. 

The meeting was set to allow the 
Chinese_ community an opportu- 
nity to question the mayor's chief 
officer directly on mmany issues Per- 
taining to Chinatowny according to 
FEPC officials. Some of the topics

US-PEKING RELATIONS 


Peking's invitation to the U.S. table tennis team to touT 
China is just a frosting on a sundae. The episode is but one 
incident in the dramatic shift of US-Chinese Telations. 

一 The invitation comes as the first direct, concrete Chinese 
reSsponse to US efforts to open up relations between the 
two ,countries. Latest was the move to drop all passport Te- 
strictions on Americans visiting China. President Nixon s 
use of the previously shunned official state title 一 “TIhe 
People's Republic of China” in his foreign policy message， 
did not go unnoticed in Peking. 


The Nixon administration is reorienting'its policy China 
and this will include the abandoning of its traditional op- 
position to Chinese entry into the United Nations. How- 
ever this _ does not mean the expulsion of Taiwan from that 
body. 

Officials deny that the US should play a role in Solving 
the“China problem”, that is, the question of Peking-Iaipel 
relations. It is naive to think that Washington could do So 
They feel, however, that the two Sides will eventually Solve 
it themselves， 


Meanwhile, according to underground news emanating 
人 ffom Taiwan there”s talk that Generalissimo Chiang 天 ai- 
shek is contemplating to step down as president of the Re- 
public of China. There is no denying that the Nationalist 
government is facing its greatest crisis Since its exile from 
the mainland in 1949. The great shift in US-Peking rela- 
tions has led the Nationalists to call an emergency Imeeting 
to consider three issuesS: 


1. Resignation from the United Nations. 

2. Dipiomatic relations with Peking. 

3. Diplomatic relations with countries allied 
with Peking. 


CHINESE BILINGUAL PILOT PROGRAM 


We are vitally interested in the development of the Chi- 
nese Bilingual Pilot Program held at Commodore Stockton 
School. This is a five year project funded by the Federal 
goyernment to develop a model that can be reblicated by 
other school districts with similar educational needs. 


Started in 1969 with one first-grade class, it now has 
two first-grade and two second-grade classes. It would seem 
logical that the third year operation will include the pre- 
sent Setup plus two third-grade classes， 

Since it is the only Chinese Bilingual Program in the 
country, the expansion of this program is imperative. The 
cuiriculum materials developed by them not only will help 
other School districts wanting to start a Similar PTOgTaImn， 
but also aid:in the broadening of cultural understanding of 
one g0OuUD among the ci diversity within this country， 


The goal is a worthy one: educating youngsters to be- 
come bilingual and bicultural. We heartily believe this pro- 
gram is relevant for our community.

FLAMMABLE PAJAMAS 


WASHINGTON-The Federal 
Trade Commission advised con- 
sumers last Week that certain inex- 
pensive women's pajamas imported 
from Taiwan by the 了 . W. Wool- 
worth Co. are dangerously flam- 
mable. 

Approximately 1000 dozen of 
the Pajamas were imported by 
Woolworth and put on the market 
in April and May of 1970,the FTC 
Sald. 

“Tests of the pajamas have 
shown them to be dangerously 
flammable,”the FTC said. “了 very 
effort is being made to remove 
them from the market.2” 

Identified by the label as “Prim- 
syle”pajamas, the garments origi- 
Dally sold for $3.65 and were later 
reducedto $2.99, the FTC said . 

The label also identifies the gar- 
ments as being made in Taiwan and 
says the materials are cotton，35 
Per cent, and Polytrel, 65 per cent. 
The 了 FTC,，however, said tests have 
shown that the material actually 
consists of cotton and rayon.

Al the speculation these days is 
not in the stock market, The recent 
visit of the U.S. table tennis team 
to the People's Republic of China， 
the first U.S. group of any Kkind to 
visit the Chinese mainland since the 
Republic was proclaimed in 1949， 
has caused more writers of the 
China scene to wag their tongues in 
speculative Print than has any 
event im China since the Cujltural 
Revolution. Theories behind the 
latest ITrapprochement between 
Washington and Peking are being 
tossed about like ping-pong balls. 
Perhaps a summary of some of the 
more interesting opinions is in or- 
der. 


Some correspondents _ believe 
Peking chose this particular time to 
respond to Mr. Nixon's friendly 
gestures in order to grab the spot- 
light of world attention from the

im Moscow，a parley that Peking 
chose not to attend. These analysts 
feel the mainljanders decision to 
allow seven newsmen representing 
American news media，including 
three American nationals，inside 
China，was made to obtain the 
Imaximum Possible exposure for 
the American team visit with the 
fewest “possible foreigners ad- 
mitted. 


It has beenpointed outby Henry 
S. Hayward of -the CHPzistza7t 
Scie7ice Momtitor that these few 
newsmen include representatiVes 
of an American television networKk 
(NBC)， an American Tiews agency 
(Associated ” Press， serving the 
nation's newspapers)， and ”an 
American news and photographic 
Imagazine (Time-Life). It js felt that 
the border disputes between Russia 
and China are serious enough to 
Decessitate Peking's move to neu- 
tralize the United States 壕 a Sino- 
Soviet conflict occurs.

Some China-thinkers ,cite the 
People:s Republic of China's recent 
moves to open up trade with the 
Western countries and the opening 
up of a new Chinese embassy in 
Canada as indications that China 
woujd like to use the ping-pong 
Visit as a wedge to open up trade 


with the United States. [The Erench 


Press feels that Peking wants to im- 
Prove its image with the American 
public by jlustrating that China is a 
“land of happy，smijling，frienqly 
People rather than a nation of fan- 
atical xenophobic Red Guards.” 


Some reporters feel that the invi- 
tation to the mainland .was ex- 
tended to point up the growing 
Power and influence of Chou En- 
Lai. Others mention the troubled

Since April 7 一 the day when the 
American table tennis team was in- 
vited by the Chinese Table Tennis 
Association to visit the People's 
Republic of China (PRC) from 
Aprl 10 to 16 一 the 20-year freeze 
in U.S.-China relations seemed to 
begin to thaw rapidly as news of 
reciprocal exhanges of goodwill 
between the two hostile govern- 
ments continued to attract world- 
wide attention. Without doubt， 
these diplomatic gestures have con- 
tributed significantiy toward a 
better relationship between the 
two countries and have aroused 
considerable interest and fascina- 
tion throughout the world and in 
the Chinese community in the U.S. 
In spite of the latest developments， 
it Imust be concliuded that the 
major policy differences between 
the two countries have yet to be 
dealt with and that these differ- 
ences must be resolved before 
meaningful U.S.-China relations 
can be established. The purposes of 
this article are to summarize the 
Significant events of the last two 
weeks，to Place them in the Per- 
spective of the broader lssues vital 
to both countries，and to discuss 
generally how recent changes will 
affect the Chinese in the U.S. 

Major Events. Two days after 
the invitation was issued to the 
American table tennis team, three 
American correspondents 一 Jobhn 
Roderick of the Associated Press 
and John Rich and Jack Reynolds 
of the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany 一 were authorlized by thePRC 
Foreign Minlstry to visit China to 
CoOVver the exhibition tour of the 
table tennls team. Since then, they 
recelived permilssion and three-dqay 
Visa _ extensions to cover the Chi- 
nese 上 xport Commodities Fair 
being held in 玫 wangchow from 
Aprl 15 to May 15. On April 14， 
Premier Chou En-lai announced 
， that American newsmen would be 
allowed to enter China “in 
batches”and hinted that he wants 
to visit North America. On the fol- 
lowing day, Tilljman Durdin, chief 
of the Hong Kong Bureau of the 
New York Times, became the first 
American admitted to the PRC for 
regular news coverage since the 
1950"s. In addition, representatives 
of Life, the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation，Reuters，the Daily 
下 上 xpress of London, and the Japa- 
nese Dews agency 攻 yodo were 
given visas to report on the table 
tennjis match. As for Chou's hint,' it 
was apparently picked up by the 
Citizens 上 Exchange and China 
Corps，a national volunteer inter- 
national relations group，which 
wired an invitation on April 15 to 
the Premier. As of this writing, the 
Premier has not replied. Respond- 
ing to the Chinese invitation, the 
U.S. State Department announced 
on April 16 that the U.S. would act 
promptly on visas for any Chinese 
journalists who intended to visit 
this country . 


relations a |ong way to go 


While the table tennls team was 
Playing bing pong in China, a num- 
ber of new developments took 
Place throughout the world. The 
People's Republic of China accept- 
ed on April 13 a six-minute tele- 
phone call to the team from radio 
station WBZ in Boston. Telephone 
servlice between Oakland， Cali- 
fornia，and Shanghai was suspend- 
ed by the Chinese on November 15， 
1968. Simailarly, direct Phone links 
between Britain and China, cut off 
since May 1949, were restored for 
the first time on April 14. President 
Nixon，on the same day，amn- 
nounced a relaxation of the 20- 
year-old embargo on trade with the 
PRC. With the encouragement of 


the U.S. State Department，the 
U.S Open Tennis Tournament 
issued on April 15 an invitation 
through the Chinese Embassy in 
Ottawa，Canaday to“the men and 
women lawn tennis Players of 
China to Play at Forest Hills” in 
September. That same day，China 
accepted an invitation to send 3 
table tennis team to Britain and the 
Honolulu Star Bulletin invited a 
Chinese table tennis team to play in 
a_ tournament in Honolulu. On 
April 16 Pan American World Air- 
waysannounced that it was seeking 
“through private channels in 了 ong 
Kong” to resume air Service be- 
tween the U.S. and China，espe- 
cially cities like Shanghali and Pe- 
king. Last week,both Australia and 
Austria sent out diplomatic feelers 
to the PRC. On April 14,Gough 
Witlam of the opposition Labor 
Party of Australia cabled Premier 
Chou En-lai asking for Chinese 
authorities to receive aparty dele- 
gation to discuss Peking'”s attitude 
toward diplomatic and trade rela- 
tions ， with Australia.。 Austria 
opened talks with China in Bucha- 
rest，Rumania,， aimed at establlish- 
ing diplomatic relations， an- 
nounced a foreign ministry spokes- 
man on April 15. 

Major Differences and Barriers. 
What has transpired since the so- 
called“ping-pong diplomacy”is by 
no _ means insignificant. These are 


reasons for us to be optimistic 
about the future relations between 
the two countries. In fact, wehave 
now clearly entered a new era of 
Sino-American relations Or， as 
Chou En-lai put it，“a new Page in 
the relations of the Chinese and 
American people.” However， 
equally clear is the fact that major 
obstacles preventing imnproved rela- 
tions remain: the Indo-China war， 
the question of Taiwan，and the 
U.S.-Japanese ventures in Asia 一 al 
current manifestations of an old 
American policy of hostile contain- 
ment of China，established since 
the publication of the White Paper 
on China on July 30，1949. That 
Policy brought about the U.S.- 
China confrontation in the 开 orean 
War, placing of the Seventh Fleet in 
the ITaiwan Straits on June 27， 
1950, McCarthyism, prohibition of 
all trade with China，UN embargo 
against China，the surrounding of 
China with the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization (SEATO), the 
bombing of North Vietnam in 
August 1964，subsequent escala- 
tion of American invyolvement in 
Indo-China war and the continuing 
American military buld-up in the 
Far East. It 1s apolicy based on the 
belief that China's sole aim was to 
expand and to take over Southeast 
Asia and Taiwan by force 一 a belief 
that is now shared by Saigon and 
Taipei, and a few diehards in Wash- 
ington. It ls this same policy that 
has been continually denounced by 
Peking as a policy of U.S. imperial- 
ism，bent on world hegemony. 
Therefore，as long as the policy 
that brought about American mili- 
tary involvement in Indo-China 
and Taiwan continues，it will be 
impossible to have any meaningful 
diplomatic relations between the 
U.S. and the PRC: Cultural and 
trade exchanges are Important, but 
they hardly touch upon the vital 
policy lssues that separated the two 
countries to begin with. 

It is significant to note that 
Nixon in his“State of the World?” 
message OU February 25 pledged 
“to remove needless obstacles” and 
to establish more frequent contacts 
“between the Chinese and Ameri- 
can peoples.”But in the same mes- 
Sage，he pledged to “continue to 
honor our treaty commitments to 
the security of our Asian allies,” 
including Taiwan，and “to con- 
tinue to oppose”any attempt to 
evict Taiwan from the United Na- 
tions. This Position was viewed by 
Peking as U.S. insistence on an 
“aggressive Policy of forcibly oc- 
cupying China's territory Taiwan 
Province”and as a“criminal two- 
China plot.”As for the wars in 
Indo-China and American mili- 
tary Presence in Asia, recent com- 
ments by Defense Secretary Melvin 
R. Laird and Nixon himself reflect 
the American intention to stay on 
in spite of the so-called “Nixon 
Doctrine”and programs of “Viet- 
namization”and “JIndo-Chinaiza- 
tion.”On April 13，Laird said the 
U.S. naval and air forces will re- 
main in Southeast Asia as “part of 
the reajlistic deterrence.”Similarly， 
Nixon told the American people on

April 16 that American air Power 
will continue to be used in Vietnam 
“as long as one American prisoner” 
is held by North Vietnam and for 
the purpose of giving the South 


Vietnamese _ time to develop the、， 


capacity to defend themselves 
against Communist attack. Such a 
Policy offers no changes from the 


policy that brought the U.S. into 


Indo-China war ten years ago. 

Therefore，it is difficult to be 
optimistic about any improvement 
of the U.S.-China relations as long 
as no steps are taken to remove the 
remains of the old pojlicy of hostile 
containment of China. We are not 
sure how much each side is wjlling 
to compromise on lssues involving 
Taiwan and Indo-China war. Nixon 
ls under tremendous domestic and 
foreign Pressures to withdraw all 
American troops from Indo-China. 
Perhaps these pressures and con- 
tinuing American withdrawal have 
convinced China that the time has 
come for the two countries to 
begin to discuss lssues of mutual 
interest. As for the question of Tai- 
wan it coulid be resolved gradually， 
as Chou expressed in 1958, as long 
as the U.S$，recognizes Peking's 
SOVerelgnty Over Taiwan. Whether 
Nixon is to accept this comprormise 
and formujla as a gesture of good- 
will rests largely on America's will- 
ingness to eventually withdraw 
Imilitarily from Taiwan andJapan's 
willingness to give up her economic 
domination there. 

Chinese in the U.S5. Finally, it is 
important to poimnt out that events 
in the last two weeks will have far- 
reaching effects on the Chinese im 
the U.S. To _ begin with,， the well- 
being of the Chinese in the U.S. has 
always been dependent on the 
U.S.-China relations. For example， 
during the 玫 orean War and the 
McCarthy era，the Chinese in the 
U.S. were treated with suspicion 
and hostility by the American 
public, ljargely because of the ways 
both the U.S. government and mass 
media depicted the Chinese as a 
dangerous enemy，bent on con- 
quering the world and subverting 
the U.S. These images, to this date， 
remain quite vivid in the minds of 
Imany ， people. Many ” Chinese- 
American citizens were afraid that 
they might be incarcerated like the 
Japanese _ during World War 工 . 
Others went out of their way to 
Prove their super-patriotism by 
being thoroughly anti-communist 
Or by establishing anti-communist 
organljzations. In short, the Chinese 
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proved to be fatal to any soci 
economic and political chang 
within the_ community。 In fact 
social reforms and demands for 
civijl rights and justice have since 
been confused and treated as being | 
status quo. Asaresult,manyofthe 
Social and economic problems i 
the Chinese_ community have rea | 
mained largely unattended by | 
governmental agencies. It was Tot 
until the second half of the 19605 
that these Problems began to be 
heard. 

Therefore，recent contacts be 
tween China and the U.S.andpuba 
lic discussions on the China issue 
by distinguished U.S. senators and 
congressmen will have immediate 
effects on the Chinese community ， 
For one thing，the subject of the 
PRC will no longerbeatabooand | 
social reformers will notbe labeled 

“communists.”The lifting of the 
trade embargo means that 1ongs 
mijssed Chinese food products w 这 
become readily available and stores 
on Grant Avenue will replace Jap 且 | 
nese goods with genuine Chinese 
goods. As soon as travelrestrictions 
in China are relaxed, thousands of 
old and young Chinese will surely 
want to spend their vacatiof 迈 
their“hometcwns.”Last, butnot 
least，we are Sure that the politic 到 
structure which has dominated 
Chinatown for so long will gradu 
ally collapse and go out of exista 
ence. We will also witness a_ drama 
tic shifting of political and ideo- 
logical allegiance. 

These are but some of the 
changes already taking Place in the 
Chinese commumnity as a result of 
the change in U.S.-China relations， 
The Chinese community is enteri 
into a new era,just like the new er: 
of U.S.-China relations.

iple. On this fateful day, the Japanese Imperial Army, using 
the rigged Shenyang (Mukden) Incident as a Pretext, pro- 
ceeded to occupy the Chinese Northeast Provinces (Manchur-

The Chinese Central Government (then busy waging civil 
jwar) adopted a policy of non-resistance. However, this only 


imperial Navy launched an attack on Shanghai in 1932 (一 二 
| 八 ). Thelegions of the Mikado marchedinto Inner Mon- 

golia 记 1933, and by 1935, the Japanese wa riachine Was 
threatening to engulf North China. 

Although the government counseled non-resistance, the 
Chinese people daily grew more apprehensive at the grave 
threat to their existence as an independent nation. In spite 

ofan official ban on anti-Japanese activities, many concerned 
icitzens openly called for a strong stand against the aggressors 
iand for supporting antJapanese 人 fighters， 


On Decempber 9, 1935 (一 二 九 ), 8,000 students of major 
universities and high schools in Peiping demonstrated and de- 
manded that the government halt the civil war and take steps 
to protect the territorial integrity of the nation. On Deceim- 
ipber 16th (一 二 一 六 ), 30,000 students from Peiping again 
marched. Although both demonstrations were Suppressed by 
the authorities with liberal use of force, the movement never- 
theless spread like wildfire to .other major cities，TIhe govern- 
iment then accused the students as being Communists and 
ftellow-travelers，However, public opinion considered salva- 
tion of the nation to be a more vital issue than the students? 


Pathized with and supported the students” demands. 


Public clamor for resistance to Japanese iimnperialism grew 
apace, and finally, in 1936, the government called a halt to 
the civil war and ceased its policy of non-resistance，The out- 
break of hostilities in 1937 at Lukouchiao near Peiping then

Amongthe numerous activities during this period aimed at 
Upropagandizing resistance against Japan and rousing the pop。 
ulation to the realization of the peril facing the nation was 
the wel-known Jiuwang (Saloatom 方 om Destructiomz) Music 
Movement (救亡 了 歌 读 运动 )， First organized in Shanghai 
nm1935, this movement sought to kindle the patriotic feel- 
ings of Chinese masses through the medium of songs, intro- 
duced mainly through the motion Pictures, phonograph rec- 
ords and over radio broadcasts， Many songs qujickly caught 
on with aresponsive public and were sung and resung in the 
Streets, in the schools, in public rallies, etc. 


Im America, although the Chinese had been actively sup- 
porting resistance to the encroachments of Japan ever since 
ithe Shenyang Ineident, the Jiuwang Music Movement did 
mot take root until around the outbreak of the Sino-Japan- 
ese War. 

1937, a group of youths and intellectuals in San Fran-
